Thla time they 
were landed at Montreal on Augnat tS.

American Mission Property Is Threat 
ened and Other American intersats 
Are Placed In Jeopardy — ^The 
Situation Seems Grave. 

Beirut, Sept 11. — Tbe American war- 
ships in the harbor have cleared decks 
and are ready for war action. Signal 
men have been placed at points of ad 
vantage to give the men aboard the 
war ahlpa all Information that is de- 
sired daring the present crlsli. A 
guard has been placed at the American 
consulate, and every precaution made 
for landing marines at the shortest pos 
sible notice. Rapid-fire guns and small 
arms are ready to be loaded into boats 
for the marines when tbe command 
to land Is given. Heavy guns on the 
cruisers Brooklyn and San Francisco 
are trained upon the city, and Adm. 
Cotton is on the alert to ass'inie a de- 
termined attitude and back up his jio- 
sltlon In the most forcible manner. 
Guards have been demanded for the 
governor by the American missions. 
American mission property has been 
threatened, and other American inter- 
ests are placed in Jeopar<iy. An at 
tempt was made to enter an American 
residence at midnight, but frustrated 
by force. The sltnatlon assnmea a 
more warlike attitude every hour. 

Washington, Sept 11.— The state do 
partraent Thursday morning received 
the following dispatch from Minister 
I.«iahman, at Constantinople: 

"Four ambassadors have demanded 
the removal of the governor of Beirut. 
The other foreign representatives will 
probably do the same. 

"I have urged tbat the governor be 
replaced by some one more capable of 
preserving order and giving effective 
protection to American citizens and 
Interests." 

Sofia, Sept. 11. — The continuous re- 
ports of wholesale massacres of the 
Bulgarian population and the destruc- 
tion of Bulgarian villages In Macedo- 
nia are causing considerable excite- 
ment In political and general circles 
here. Premier F't'troff is said to have 
informed the reprei<entatives of the 
powers In Sofla that neither the gov- 
ernment nor the Bulgarian people can 
witness with indifference the annihi- 
lation of the Bulgailan element in Mac- 
edonia and the devastation of the couu 
try and unless the powers can find 
some means of restraining Turkey's 
terrible repressive measures Bulgaria 
will be forced to depart from her pres- 
ent attitude of strict neutrality. While 
the premier's Intimation was conveyed 
in the course of informal conversation 
with the diplomats in Sofla mh I in no 
sense intended as an official communi- 
cation. It may be regarded as an indi- 
cation that the patience of the Bulga- 
rian people is becoming exhausted. 

Every day brings news of fresh mas. 
sacres and outrages in Macedonia. The 
revolutionary organizations Thursday 
published elaborate atatlstlcs giving 
the namee of 111 vUlagea burned by 
the Turkish soldiery, the number of 
bouses in each, the date of the incen 
dlarism, and particulars of the num- 
ber of persons murdered In each case. 

Official reports arriving here are sus- 
piciously reticent but no doubt exists 
regarding the terrible barbaritlea prac- 
ticed by the Turkish regulars and 
Bashi Bazouks on helpless women and 
children in Macedonia. The Sofia gov- 
ernment has hitherto withstood all at- 
tempts on the part of tbe Macedonian 
commltteea to draw Bulgaria Into a 
war with Turkey, but the condition of 
affairs Is daily becoming more critical 
and tbe position of tbe ministry more 
diflloalt

Berlin, Sept, 11 —Or. Nuefeld. of 
Koch's institute, writing to a medical 
weekly, reports tbat successful experi- 
ments have been asade to produce im- 
munity in aalmala avalast tuberculo- 
sis by Injecting Into tbe blood vessels 
of mules, goats and cattle living bacilli 
from the human beings. He has been 
unable, however, to produce the aame 
effect with dead culturea.

HARD UP FOR CAMPAIGN 
MATERIAL. 

It has to be a hot <lav when that R«- 
pablican eheet, the Louisville herald, 
can't tnra oat a lot of fresh lies and mis- 
representation a about Oovernor Beck- 
ham's pardon record. Some days afo 
a list was compiled of persons pardoned 
oat of the penitentiary by (TovernorB 
Beckham, Bradley and Brown, tbe list 
being compiled by the clerk of the in- 
■titation. This record ahowed that tbe 
pardona xraoted by Bradley and Brown 
larjteiy exceeded thoee granted by Beck* 
ham. When it was published, tbe Hera1c|, 
iffoorinff the fact that it was only a list of 
parsons pardoned out of the penitentiary 
and that the publication so stated, as- 
serted that the list was not complete, 
and then to Hustain that chargo referred 
to certain i riminala who had been par- 
doned by Beckham, but whose iiaaas did 
not sppear in the list. This was a Riar- 
inK misrepreeentation of the facts, be- 
cause the criminals referred to Ijy the 
Herald had not bien pardoned out of 
the penitentiary, bat were persons con- 
victed of miBdemeanore only and had 
never been in the btate prison, or were 
persons who were pardoned before they 

reached tbe r)rison. Their names were 
never on tbe penitentiary record, and 
that record of coarse did not show their 
pardon. Bat that cut no ice with the 
Herald. In order that tbe people tuight 
have the fullest information on this sub- 
ject, a second list was compiled of ail tbe 
pardons granted by tbe three (iovernors 
named. This showed that Bradley and 
Brown had each granted just about twice 
as many as Beckham. When it was 
given out for piihlication the Herald and 
Other Republican papers raised thecr} 
of ^'doctoring" the records, an accusa- 
tion that waa false and which they knew 
t) be false when they made it. Bat the 
Herald is still at it.' Wednesday it had 
an article about a "suppressed" pardon 
in Knox County, bat which was one of 
the cases where the man was pardoned 
before he reached the pen. The case 
alluded to was that of French Wilhite, 
who waa sentenced to the penitentiary 
for two years for mansh u.ibter. The 
official record showed the iuau killed hia, 
victim while protecting his own fifteen 
year old daughter. This is certified to 
by the Commonwealth's Attorney and 
by (even memljera of the jury. The 
petition was presented by one of the 
leading Repoblicans of tbe Eleventh dis- 
trict, and was tigned by hundreds of 
cit zena, without regard to politics. The 
penitentiary records don't show Wilhite's 
pardon because he had never been com- 
mitted to the prison. The Herald must 
be hard op for campaign material.

They had delayed matters only 
at2til, Cogan said, he could off<-r her the 
home she d« served. He enlisted from 
Maysville, Ky. 

For two years be had hff^ employed 
by the Cincinnati Gas and Electric Gom* 
panjr as lineman, and bis sonny rays and 
infectious good nature earned him the 
sobriquet of "Happy," by which he was 
better known than by his real name. 

He was in the battle of San Juan Hill, 
and the memories of that famons tight 
always awakened a feeling of sadness, for 
as he often said : "To see men whom yoa 
have grown to know and appreciate, 
whose secrets you have heard and whose 
ways yoa know, fall hj yoor side fight- 
ing is awful, and one has to go throngh it 
to know the really ilreadful thing war is.' 

Of the eighty-three who returned from 
the ill>fated Sixth, only about twenty
